The pen­ 
alty for violation of (hrs article is 
a fine of ten dollars.

people, the above statutes are here­ 
by quoted. As to the construction 
of the above, I will say that it is 
plain to me that the devices above

frain from maintaining such clubs, 
also for others to refrain from be­ 
coming members of the same.
